million is in the budget of, the 
institutions of higher learning. 


The delay this morning came 


in a dispute over adoption of 
recommendations of the council 
education committee on salaries 
of administrative heads of the 
schools. 


The committee met Tuesday 


afternoon and made some size- 
able cuts in the salaries recom- 
mended by the commission on 
coordination of higher education 
finance. 


The committee approved mod- 


erate raises for the administra- 
tive heads but the salaries ap- 
proved were nowhere near those 
recommended. 


Presidents of the smaller col- 


leges, ' for example, asked for 
salary increases of $3,000 a year 
to a total of $16,000. The com- 
mittee recommended $14,200. 


The Commission on Coordina- 


tion of Higher Education finance 
recommended a $26,000 salary 
for University of Arkansas Pres- 
ident David Muliins and $25,000 
for Coach Frank Broyies. 


The committee cut this to $24,- 


000 for Muliins and $23.000 for 
Broyles who recently signed a 
new six-year contract after lead- 
ing the Razorbacks 'o y 10-0 sea 
son.

Getting Cold Receptions 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval 13. Faubus today released 
copies of the material lie is 
mailing to legislators and others 
seeking support for his f 150 mil- 
lion road building program. 


The material is a 14-page 


letter. In it Faubus does not say 
that he is committed to a $150 
million bond issue but he de- 
clares that a bond issue is "one 
sound and feasible approach" to 
the problem. 


The governor then discussed 


at length the "wide use" of cre- 
dit by the state and he notes 
that cities and counties have 
used credit extensively to fin- 
ance industry. 


'• "It will be well lor "us i to con- 
sider unalterable and unchang- 
ing fact" the governor said. "No 
governor, no highway commis- 
sion, no county judge, no mayor 
no official of the government n 
either the state or the local 
level can heed your pleas (for 
roads), no matter how intense 
unless there are available funds 
with which to pay the cost. 


"We have to face the facts 


and make the decision on what 
our course will be. If we are 
unwilling to do this ; then the 
problem will continue. 


"The problem in its most 


simplified form might be ex- 
pressed: Do we want these im- 
provements now and use them 
while we are still living use 
them while we are paying for 
them or do we want , to wait 
some 30 years to see al! of the 
improvements accomplished?" 


Faubus' complete proposal in- 


volves a one-cent increase! in the 
gasoline tax to finance the bond 
issue. The bond money would be 
divided with $90 million allocat- 
ed for improvement of state se- 
condary roads $30 million for 
county road construction and $30 
million for city streets. /The 
county and city money wii| hVe 
to be matched at the Joca|%vel.

Same Cotton 
Program Is 
Suggested 


WASHINGTON AP)-A

jority of the members of the Ag- 
riculture Department's Advisory 
Committee on Cotton believe 
that the present cotton program 
should be extended by Congress 
for additional years, the conv 
mittee said Tuesday,

The committee did not speci- 


fy how many years. 


The two-year program was 


enacted by Congress in April 
1964 and extends through July 
1966. 


Under this one-price program, 


U.S. textile mills pay the same 
price for raw cotton as paid by 
foreign buyers. Foreign mills, 
because of a U.S. export sub- 
sidy, had been able to buy their 
cotton for less than U.S. hills. 


The committee said in a state- 


ment that the large supply of 
cotton now on hand was reco- 
gnized as the No. 1 cotton prob- 
lem. It said committee discus- 
sion during a two-day meeting 
which ended Tuesday centered 
on various actions which might 
be taken. Among the actions 
discussed were stepping up do- 
mestic consumption and export? 
of cotton, and ways to encour- 
age wider participation in the 
domestic allotment program, 
v 


The committee agreed that 


the c o t t o n situation has im- 
proved under the current legis- 
lation. But it said record high 
yields per acre this year result- 
ed in an unexpectedly 
large 


crop, and exports are expected 
to be somewhat less than last 
year. 


Domestic consumption of cot- 


ton, the committee said, is ex- 
pected to be at least one million 
bales higher than in 1963-64, and 
that reductions in the prices of 
cotton items to consumers are 
now in evidence. It said this 
price trend is expected to be- 
come widespread in the months 
ahead.

— Some came for'advcn 


lure and some for pay. Some 
came for a chance to serve the 
cause of a peaceful Africa, as 
they see it. 


They are the men the world 


calls Premier Moise Tshombe's 
"white mercenaries" — severa 
hundred' Volunteers spearhead 
ing Tshombe's driye against the 
Red-backed Congolese rebels. 


What are they like? 
Take British Lt. Jeremy Spen- 


cer, 25, a scion of a rich north of 
England family. 


Pay meant next to nothing to 


him. Adventure did, and he died 
with a rebel bullet in his head 
as he sat in the front line in a 
deck chair, languidly directing 
the battle with a sword. 


Grizzled and tattooed veter- 


ans of many wars, whose every 
second word is a curse, still go 
misty-eyed when they talk of 
him. 


They miss the way this tall, 


slender Englishman gave orders 
in his aristocratic drawl. They 
miss, above all, his ice-cold non- 
chalance in the face of danger. 


The last month of fighting 


their way 600 miles to Stan- 
leyville, capital of the rebel 
"Congolese People's Republic," 
has 
thinned 
the 
mercenary 


tanks down to a lean, mean 
residue. 


For almost every one of the 


200 or so soldiers from South 
Africa or Rhodesia still in the 
Congo, a would-be mercenary 
fighter has been put aboard a 
southbound plane for home or 
has deserted without waiting 
for his pay. 


"There were drunks, drug 


addicts, coffee shop cowboys, 
homosexuals 
and 
cowards," 


says Ma.j. Michael Hoare, the 
tough chief of Tshombe's Eng- 
lish-speaking men. 


There still are some unlovely 


specimens among his men — 
killers of unarmed civilians and 
looters. 


"Let's face it," says Hoare. 


"If we had only hired angels, 
we'd have never got together 
the labor force needed for this 
sort of job." 


Hoare, 44, a veteran of war 


behind the Japanese lines in 
Burma and in Tshombe's seces- 
sionist state of Katanga, has 
little more than his own person- 
ality to back up his orders. The 
Congolese army's, disciplinary 
code is almost nonexistent. 


Said Lt. John Peters, a for- 


mer British paratrooper from 
Leeds: "If 
any 
of men 
an- 


swers aback, 1 take hi mround 
the corner and use my fists." 


Hoare's most trusted officers 


fought for Tshombe in his seces- 
sionist days. They formed the 
small nucleus who recruited the 
others through advertisements 
in South African and Rhodesian 
newspapers. 


Men flocked to sign on for 


base pay of 130 pounds sterling 
— $364 — a month as volun- 
teers. Officers 
and noncoms 


earn up to three times more. 
Mercenaries also are paid about 
$16 a day danger money when 
they are in battle. 


Only half of their pay is in 


foreign currency sent to their 
banks at home. The rest is paid 
in Congolese francs which can- 
not be taken out of the country. 


Each man is entitled to two 


weeks' paid home leave at the 
end of his six-month contract. 


Each man also has a life in- 


surance policy for $20,000 paya- 
ble to his next of kin. Nearly 20 
families of Hoare's men already 
have qualified.
